But for ſuch as own 
theſe Doctrines, & are indeed faithful feryants,and ſubjects of their great 
Lord and Saviour Feſus Chriſt, to look upon all Doctrine reſpeRing

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Chriſts Kingdom on earth, as a great ingagement unto duty and thank- 
fulneſs, not only in word and —— profeſſion, but und eſpecially 
to endeavour to manifeſt it in heart and converſation, buth before him- 
ſelf, and in the ſight of men, and that they . K. labour the more to 
act thankfulneſs by walking ſo much the more Chriſtianly and obedient-

For as it is great folly, vanity ,and lin, to pleaſe our ſelves, with expecta- 
tions from Chriſts Religion that he hath given us no ground or warrant 
for: So it would be as much for any Chriſtian, that would be owned of 
Chriſt Jeſus, willingly to neglect, or regardlelly to paſs by ſuch things as 
Chriſt in much graciouſneſs tenders to his Church for her encouragement 
and coſolation; which muſt needs prove in ſuch matters very unacceptable 
to him, and is like to procure to them more blame from him { when he 
ſhall appear) then (haply) they are aware of: Let men therefore in due. 
ſeaſon ſeriouſly conlider theſe things, c&c.
